An article appeared in "The Dallas MornSag News"' , 
dated June 3, 1964, which reflected that Judge CHARLES J. 

MURRAY of the 17th District Court, Fort Worth, Texas, has 
dismissed " Tie Fort Worth Star-Telegram*’ , a daily Fort Worth 
newspaper, Fort Worth radio station WBAP and Fort Worth 
television station WBAP-TV, together with Carter Publications, 
Incorporated, as defendants in the $2,000,000.00 libel suit 
by Former General EDWIN A. WALKER. This dismissal was made 
at the request of WALKER'S attorneys. This article pointed 
out that this suit involved alleged libelist statements made 
by these organizations concerning WALKER 's activities at the 
University of Mississippi in 1962, during the enrollment : 

of Negro JAMES MEREDITH at the University of Mississippi.

An article appeared in "The Fort Worth Star-Telegram' 1 , 
a daily Fort Worth newspaper on June 9, 1964, which reflected 
that an all white jury of four women and eight men was impaneled 
June 8, 1964, at Fort Worth, Texas, to hear the $2,000,000.00 
libel suit of Former General EDWIN A. WALKER against the 
Associated Press. 

CLYDE J. WATTS of Oklahoma Citj& representing WALKER, 
stated in his legal petition that the Associated Press knowingly 
and falsely accused WALKER of crimes against the Penal Code of 
the United States and that statements made about WALKER's 
activities during the rioting which accompanied the enrollment 
of the Negro, JAMES MEREDITH into the University of Mississippi 
in the Fall of 1962 were false, malicious, and untrue. WATTS 
stated that WALKER did not levy a charge against the United 
States Marshals as the Associated Press had reported and had, 
in fact, turned down several requests that he do so.

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
a daily Fort Worth newspaper, dated June 9, 1904, which reflected 
that the 17th District Court in Fort Worth was hearing the libel 
suit by Edwin A. Walker against the Associated Press. 


Richard H. Sweat of Corinth, Mississippi, a pre-law 
student at the University of Mississippi, was the first witness. 
When Clyde Watts, attorney for Bdwin A. Walker, asked Sweat if 
Walker led a charge of students at the University of Mississippi 
during the rioting at that school in the fall of 1962, attorney 
for the Associated Press, J. A. Gooch, objected and Judge 
Charles Murray sustained the objection. Judge Murray said the 
question called for a conclusion, which is a matter for the 
jury to decide. Sweat did testify that his first impression 
of Walker was that of a leader, but that he found out that 
Walker would not lead a charge. 

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram”, 
dated June 10, 1964, which reflected that a Mississippi Deputy 
Sheriff, Talmadge Witt, furnished a statement which was intro- 
duced into evidence, which reflected that Walker, after 
addressing the students at the University of Mississippi on 
September 30, 1962, started moving toward the United States 
Marshals and a crowd of at least one thousand followed him. 
Deputy Sheriff Witt testified that Walker hod approached him 
and asked to be deputized, stating that he wanted to be safe 
to observe. Witt also testified Walker stated to the students, 
"Protest all you want, they might run out of tear gas. Help 
is on the way, thousands are coming.”

advised as follows: The person referred to by him as "Fat Boy," 

was WALTER MC KEY (phonetic) who lived in tie Irving area and 
had as neighbors BOHN IE BIBLE, telephone BL 4-6337. The BIBLES 
had advised him that MC KEY moved out of his residence on 
9/20/63, in a hurry and apparently was moving to Virginia or 
West Virginia, where his parents apparently live. MC KEY 
had previously been employed at Bell Service Station and Green's 
Mobil Service in Irving. MC KEY was married, age approximately 
25-30, height 5*9", heavy build, dark hair, walk ed with a stoop 
as if he had a back injury, two children. MC KEY's wife's 
relative s, name unknown, apparently live in Dallas area. 
foia ( b) ( 7 ) - (d advised that MC KEY was definitely a member of the 
' unnamed' organization but today he is the only individual 
whose name he can recall.

| FoiA(b) (7) - (D) b o 5/24/64, furnished an oral report 
to SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL. It was dictated on 5/26/64, to 
steno EVALYN MIDDLETON. It was typed on 6/1/64, and was 
authenticated on 6/3/64, by source in pr esence of SA EDWIN 
D. KUYKENDALL. The original is filed as ^ QIA ( b >( 7 ) - w 


Source in this report advised tint at about 7:30 PM, 
Saturday, 5/23/64, approximately 40 persons were present at 
the Central Baptist Church, Plano, Texas. The pastor of 
the church, name unknown, introduced the first speaker, 

Dr. BILLY JAMES HARGIS. Some patriotic songs were sung. 

As persons entered the building literature of the Christian 
Anti -Communist Crusade was distributed. 


HARGIS was the first speaker, reviewing material 
contained in leaflets distributed to those present. His 
discussion indicated objection to CASTRO in Cuba and 
indicated his anti -communist sympathies. HARGIS Introduced 
CARLOS BRINGUIER as the person who debated LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
in 1963, on a radio program in Louisiana. HARGIS told about 
BRINGUIER finding out OSWALD was a ’’Communist Agent working 
with CASTRO, n and said BRINGUIER has turned all of his 
information over to proper investigating authorities. He said 
this was two or three months prior to the day of President 
KENNEDY'S assassination. 


CARLOS BRINGUIER then tfee floor as the next 

speaker. He said his uncle, napes T } a&s*v»n, was some kind of 
an official in Cuba before BATISIM msM /resident in Cuba.

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BRINGUIER said he was la Cuba at the time of the , 

overthrow of the Batista Government by CASTRO and told how 
FIDEL CASTRO personally assassinated a relative of BRINGUI8R , 

by shooting him. BRINGUIER, in broken English, spoke about 
his leaving Cuba and coming to New Orleans, Louisiana, where 
he got into a store business with his brother-in-law. Then 
in the middle of 1963, LEE HARVEY OSWALD walked into his 
place of business and told him he was against FIDEL CASTRO 
and was interested in helping CARLOS BRINGUISR train exiled 
Cubans in a nearby training camp near New Orleans. BRINGUIER 
said he was suspicious of OSWALD already because a few days 
before that incident BRINGUIER and his friends had received 
information from someone in Mexico who was connected with i 

Cuban activities, that there was a spy in the New Orleans , 

area (pro-CASTRO) . He said OSWALD, from his conversation, 
already knew about the existence of the secret training camp 
for exiled Cubans near New Orleans, where Cubans in exile were 
being trained to bo returned to Cuba to fight the CASTRO 
Government . BRINGUXER stated he felt sure OSWALD was the 
CASTRO spy who had been reported to be in the New Orleans area. 

He claimed he told OSWALD his only interest in the organization 
known as "Cuban Student Directorate" was for the propaganda 
angle and not actually to help train people at the camp; that 
BRINGDZER'S associates would not need OSWALD. BRINGUXER 
claimed he was suspicious of OSWALD and <ld not want his services. 
OSWALD then left that store. 

A few days later a friend of BRINGUXER told BRINGUIER 
he had seen OSWALD a few blocks away carrying a sign announcing 
he was for CASTRO. BRINGUXER went to the place where OSWALD 
was carrying the sign and both recognized each other. He 
said OSWALD seemed surprised to see BRINGUXER there. BRINGUXER 
added he got mad and called OSWALD a traitor and communist ; H 

whereupon, OSWALD turned his face to him and told him to go 
ahead and "hit him." BRINGUIER claimed he then realized 
OSWALD was trying to be a martyr and wanted BRINGUIER to hit 
him in order to gain sympathy . By that time a crowd had 
gathered. BRINGUIER claimed he told OSWALD he was through 
and might as well leave New Orleans. This occurred in about 
August, 1963, according to BRINGUIER. 

A few days after the above incident OSWALD sent a 
Marine training book to BRINGUIER by some other individual ! 

as a present. He said that inside the coverms the same ■ 
i name that reportedly was the name in which a rifle was 

purchased by OSWAXJ> that was used to assassinate President 
i KENNEDY. That name was HIDSLL (phonetic). BRINGUIER claimed

he turned this booh over to investigative authorities and that he 
has told his full story to authorities about his associations 
with OSWALD . He said that just before OSWALD left New 
Orleans, he challenged OSWALD to a debate on radio concerning 
CASTRO. They thereafter debated on a radio program, with 
OSWALD being for CASTRO and BRIHGUIER being in favor of 
overthrowing CASTRO'S Government. Following that radio 
program OSWALD departed from New Orleans and BB1NGU1ER claimed 
he has not had any contact with him since. BRINGUIER suspected 
that OSWALD had entered Mexico shortly thereafter. 

BRINGUIRB talked about having helped train exiled 
Cubans in the New Orleans area. He said "we” and "our people” 
had recently burned some sugar cane fields or mills in Cuba. 

He said the exiled Cubans are still planning to slip back 
into Cuba and burn and blow up things. He said "they" are now 
ready to revolt against CASTRO and are awaiting the command 
to go ahead, but said August 1, 1964, is the deadline by 
which time this action would take place. He said the Cuban 
exiles are all prepared, ready and willing. He talked as if 
this training program is still being carried on, although, 
was not specific in stating where it is carried on presently. 

He said it was quite a program, 

BRINGUISR had a record for sale for $4.00, which - £ 

allegedly contained a conversation between himself and LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, in which OSWALD allegedly admitted being a 
Marxist or Communist and admitted working as an agent for 
CASTRO in the United States. BRINGUIER was also selling 
leaflets for 25 cents per copy. He did not specify any 
efforts toward recruiting anyone to help overthrow CASTEC'S 
Government, but was selling the above described items in an 
effort to raise money . 

BILLY JAMES HARGIS then took the floor and talked 
more. He criticized the civil rights bill that was up before 
Congress . 

He spoke about four books he bad written that were for 
sale . He took up a collection from the group with contributors 
placing the names, addresses, and amounts of contributions 
on envelopes enclosing same. HARGIS said the money being 
raised by him was to begin 100 new radio bnadeasts with the 
object of having 1,000 radio broadcasts regularly in Texas 
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dealing with bis Christian Ant i-Communist Crusade activities. 
HARGIS mentioned tte t CARLOS BRINGUIER works for him on a 
salary basis. HARGIS said nothing about recruiting persons 
for activities in Cuba. HARGIS said BRINGUIER was there 
for the purpose of telling the story about communists being 
right "on fop of us n and how communism was responsible for 
Rilling President KENNEDY , HARGIS said BRINGUIER and their group 
were trying to awaken the public to the communist menace. 

He said his organization was working in Florida a great deal 
pushing for contributions and selling his material. Several 
persons apparently made contributions. 

BILL? JAMES HARGIS and CARLOS BRINGUIER appeared 
to have one or two other persons traveling with them in a 
Dodge Mobile Home (truck and house trailer combination) . 

One young American looking man 19 or 20 years of age served as 
usher at the meeting. Another Spanish or Cuban looking young 
man about 30 lead the singing of patriotic songs at the 
beginning of the meeting, after which he sat down in the 
audience with a female who did not appear to be Cuban or 
Spanish. A man named G. P. or T. P. COMER, who claims to 
have a radio broadcast on station 8SKY (Dallas) every Sunday 

morning, and a male individual named ( ) RUSHING from 

South Dakota wore present at the meeting, ft is not known 
whether they were traveling with the HARGIS group. Also 
present was one Reverend BURKET (phonetic) of Dallas who was 
identified by HARGIS as his advance man in Dallas who served 
to set up his appearance prior to HARGIS* arrival. He did 
not indicate that BUBKET was his advance man ete where . 

Announcements were made that HARGIS *s group nest 
day would make appearance in Garland, Texas, and thereafter 
would be in Dallas a few days. In early 1964, the Christian 
Anti-Communist Crusade is to have a national convention at 
the Baker Hotel, Dallas, with Governor GEORGS WALLACE of 
Alabama, being one of the speakers, according to an announcement. 
The meeting adjourned at about 10:00 PM. 

Informant further advised that one J. B. DENNIS, 

1012 West Saner Street, Dallas, Texas, recently received by 
mail a copy of “The Thunderbolt " for April, 1964, a publication 
issued by the National States Rights Party. That publication 
contains an article that is substantially the same Information 
that was given in the above meeting in Plano. In the article 
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appeared a photograph of CARLOS BRINGUIER which was shown 
therein as CARLOS B0INGU1ES, and under his name appeared the 
words '’Cuban Student Directorate .” That photograph is of 
the person named CARLOS BRINGUIER, who spoke at the HARGIS 
meeting at Piano on Hay 23, 1964. 

Source on 6/3/64, furnished to SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL 
a copy of the April, 1964, issue of "The Thunderbolt.” Pages 
three and four of that publication issued by the National 
States Rights Party contains an article entitled "Proof 
OSWALD a Communist Agent” by CARLOS BOIHGUIES of the ’’Cuban 
Student Directorate.” (Pages three and four of that publication 
have been placed in the 1A section of Dallas file 105-1354. 

The remaia&r of that publication has been destroyed.) 

Source also furnished to SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL 
on 6/3/64, a copy of the May, 1964 issue of a magazine 
entitled "Christian Crusade” published by BILLY .arafe HARGIS f 
which publication was distributed at the above described 
meeting at Plano, Texas, on 5/23/64. (Pages 3, IS, 19, 30, 

31, 32, 33 and 34 of that publication are being placed in 
the 1A section of 105^1354) . 

It is to be noted that pages 18 and 19 of the above 
described issue of "Christian Crusade” states that the Christian 
Crusade Anti-Communist Youth University will have on its 
faculty. Summer, 1964, eleven individuals including Dr. 

BILLY JAMES HARGIS , Dr. CARLOS BRINGUIER, New Orleans, Louisiana, 
and General EDWIN A. WALKER of Dallas, Texas. Page 27 of that 
publication furnishes data concerning the forthcoming national 
convention of the Christian Crusade, August 7-9, 1964, Baker 
Hotel, Dallas, Texas. Pages 30-34 contain an article entitled 
"OSWALD; A CASTRO Agent in the United States" by Dr. CARLOS 
BRINGUIER. Page 32 of that article contains an advertisement 
about a phonograph album entitled "The President’s Assassin 
Speaks”, which is for sale for $4.00 by the Christian Crusade, 
Box 977, Tulsa, Oklahoma. It states this is a recording of 
the radio debate between OSWALD and Cuban Freedom Fighter 
CARLOS BRINGUIER with introductory remarks by BILLY JAMES HARGIS 
Photographs of BRINGUIER appear on pages 33, 31, and 19 of that 
publication. General EDWIN WALKER appears on page 19 of that 
publication .

EDWIN A. WALKER 


An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram" , 
a daily Fort Worth newspaper, dated June 15, 1964, which stated 
that Associated Press newsman VAN SAVELL furnished a deposition 
to the Seventeenth District Court in Ft. I'/orth, Texas, In which 
SAVELL stuck by his contention that former Major General EDWIN A. 
WALKER led a charge against United States Marshals during rioting 
at the University of Mississippi in 1962. In the deposition, 
SAVELL stated he heard someone say, "Here is General WALKER. 

Here comes General WALKER." Someone asked WALKER, SAVELL said, to 
"lead us to the steps." SAVELL said WALKER made no comment and 
appeared to be in deep thought for forty or fifty seconds. 

Finally, SAVELL said, WALKER nodded his head, two men took WALKER 
by the arms and the three started walking in the direction tf the 
United States Marshals. A group followed the three. After 
walking a distance, SAVELL said the group threw rocks and other 
articles in the direction of the marshals and then turned and ran. 
As the group returned to near a Confederate monument on the 
campus, SAVELL said he heard WALKER say, "Well, we'll get 
together and charge again." Y/hen WALKER made that statement, 
SAVELL said he ran to telephone his office. 


An artiele appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
dated June 16, 1964, which stated that United Press International 
reporter ALFRED KUETTNER, furnished a deposition which was read 
on June IS, 1964. KUETTNER said in his deposition he heard WALKER 
tell students: "You have every right to demonstrate, but this is 
not the way to Cuba'! KUETTNER said the crowd jeered when WALKER 
told them to avoid violence . KUETTNER testified he could not see 
everything that went on during the rioting and that at one point 
he was away from the riot scene about twenty minutes making a 
telephone call. Ho said it was possible that WALKER led a charge 
during his absence. KUETTNER described WALKER as staring and tense 
and said WALKER was walking fast when the reporter first encountered j 
him. KUETTNER said that WALKER was present on the campus as "more 
than an interested observer." KUETTNER quoted WALKER as saying at 
a press conference in Atlanta, Georgia, when asked about the riot:

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Press", a 
daily Fort Worth newspaper, dated June 17, 1964, which 
revealed that United Press International Wire Service writer, 
CRAIG ELLIS, told the Seventeenth District Court in Fort 
Worth, Texas, that General WALKER addressed a crowd, stepped 
from the Confederate monument and then advanced toward the 
University Administration Building and the mushrooming crowd 
followed. 


WILLIAM BRITTINGHAM, a University of Mississippi 
student, participated in the riot on September 30, 1962, testifed 
by written sworn statement that similar situation developed 
after General WALKER’S speech. Radio executive JOHN KING, JR., 
testified he heard General WALKER say: "You ? r© doing all 
right - riot, riot. You are getting news all oyer the county. 

Now, you’ve got casualties.” 

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram" 
dated June 18, 1964, stated that TOM GREGORY, a reporter for 
the Meridian (Mississippi) Star, testified he was at the University [ 
of Mississippi on September 30, 1962. He said WALKER encountered 
several persons, and students yelled that the former general 
was "going up to the marshals." At that point, the general began 
striding at a rather fast pace toward the Administration Building. 
GREGORY said be saw a crowd, estimated at 200 persons follow 
WALKER. The group went within fifteen or twenty yards of a 
driveway surrounding the Administration Budding. "They 
continued going this way until tear gas came and I lost sight 
of WALKER." •'

on June 18, 1964, which stated that the Seventeenth District j 
Court Jury, Ft.

On 7/22^/64, Mr. JERRY /TURNER^. J -623 'McAdams, D Allas, Texas, telephone 
number FE I-O 56 I, telephonlcally contacted/ the writer and advised that he is a 
carpenter by trade. He stated jthat during the early part of July, 1964, he began 
receiving telephone calls from k Mrs. FMU SURREY. 35 11 Linde wood. Dallas, Texas, 
requesting his services in remoke^ing : ^^^oTO^T(ere^?^ : ^iaf*^^^> , ecei’ 0 1 if^*nHiHfei 
numerous requests from Mrs. SURfiH^Y, hd accepted this "job 11 , and in fact, worked 
at her home for approximately five cMys. He advised that while working on this 
job, Mrs. SURREY became quite friendly, and during their conversations, she remarked, 
"don't you feel that something shoiftd be done abort the Jews and negros." He 
stated that Mrs. SURREY further remarked that "the jews are the ones causing all the 
negro problems." Mr. TURNER related that Mrs. SURREY advised him that "she was a 
great believer of Hitlerism," ana stated that "Hitler did the world a great favor." 

Mr. TURNER advised that Mrs. SURREY told him that she is a very close 
friend of General EDWIN A. WALKER and one of his supporters.

EDWIN A. WALKER 


An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
dated July 23, 1964, which stated that attorneys lor former 
General Edwin A. Walker asked the 17th District Court to sign ,/ 
a judgment in compliance with the $300,000*00 jury verdict in : 
the libel suit against the Associated Press (AP) . 

AP Chief Attorney J. A. Gooch told Judge Charles 
Murray of the 17th District Court, Fort Worth, Texas, "It is 
respectfully submitted that the jury’s verdict should be dis- 
regarded in its entirety and Judgment entered for the defendant 
because of the undisputed activities of plaintiff, which were 
certainly of a nature as to cause a viewer to describe them as 
did the writer for the AP*" 

Attorney Clyde Watts, speaking for Walker, said that 
Judge Murray should sustain the jury’s verdict because there 
has been "a rise of arrogance and tyranny" on the part of news 
media. Watts said the news media have a right to comment 
editorially, and "they can comment but they cannot lie." 

Watts said there ore two tragedies relative to Walker’s situa- 
tion - one that Walker was forced to spend six days and nights 
in a "prison nut house", and the other that news media are 
inclined to teach young men to lie. Watts said the AP account 
of Walker’s activities on the University of Mississippi campus 
was handled in a slipshod and careless manner. 


An article appeared in the "Dallas Times Herald", 
dated July 30, 1964, which stated that District Court judge 
Charles Muriqr of Fort Worth, Texas, 17th District Court, 
reduced former General Walker’s jury award in his libel suit 
against AP from $300,000.00 to $600,000.00. The judge also 
ruled that AP was not actuated by malice in writing about 
Walker's activities on the University of Mississippi campus. 
The Jury, however, said that AP was guilty of malice. Since 
Judge Murray said no malice existed, he threw out the jury 
award of $300,000.00 for exemplary damages, sustaining the 
$500,000.00 award for actual damages.

Mr. ELLSWORTH stated that he had received information 
from an individua l he considered to be a good source in the 
organization '’MSNUTEMEN", who had advised him that approximately 
a year ago there was a ’’stash of munitions" located on a farm which 
was supposedly a farm belonging to retired General EDWIN A. WALKER. 
ELLSWORTH’S informant stated he has been to this farm and 
informant is now endeavoring to point out the location of such 
farm to Mr. ELLSWORTH.

HARRY MC CORMICK* reporter, "The Dallas Morning 
News':', Dallas, Texas, on 9/29/64, telephonically contacted 
SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL and advised he has a woman friend 
who is active in the John Birch Society, and who reports 
certain matters that come to her attention to MC CORMICK, 
which, from time to time, may be of interest. She recently 
has told him she may have been in contact with a "Nazi Group". 

She said to him that HENRY WORLEY, who operates the American 
Book Store in Snider Plaza, Dallas, had given her a very vicious book ; 
for 1 her to .read which book had been written by NORMAN ROCKWELL 
of the American Nazi Party. 3re has told MC CORMICK that she is 
going to attend a meding on the night of September 30, 1964, 
in Dallas, which she thinks may be a group of Nazi organizers. 

MC CORMICK plans to follow through and make additional informa- 
tion concerning the alleged meeting. He said he was going to 
watch for an individual named BOB HAYES or MAYES (phonetic) 
who was supposed to be at that meeting. 

The book given to that woman by WO RT .B Y is "This

Dallas T-l, another government agency engaged In 
investigative activity, furnished written reports on October 14, 
and 15, 1964, concerning the alleged operations of a group 
known as the "Minutemen" in the Fort Worth, Texas, area. 

In substance, these reports are as follows: 

"On or about July 1, 1964, I was advised by a confidential 
informant that a person living in Fort Worth, Texas had told 
him about attending a meeting of the MINUTE MEN; an organization 
within the JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY. That said person had observed a 
quanity of munitions and firearms while at said meeting -some 
of which were in violation of the NATIONAL FIREARMS ACT. I 

ask to be placed in contact with this person but was unable 

to arrange a meeting until September 28, 1964. Hereinafter, 
this person will be referred to as the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT. 

"This CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT stated that he first became involved 
with an organization called the MINUTE MEN about two years ago. 
That a person who will be called SUBJECT 'B' 'sounded him out' 
about his feelings regarding the Communists and about various 
domestic political ideas. SUBJECT 'B' also was interested in 
the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT'S ideas regarding the use of force 
and violence. Apparently the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT passes^ the 
various tests because a short time later' (approximately twelve 
to fifteen months ago) arrangements were made for the CONFIDENTIAL 
INFORMANT to attend a meeting at Benbrook Lake (Tarrant County, 
Texas) .

On September 30, 1964, a confidential source of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation who has furnished reliable 


information in the past, advised that a member of the Elan in 
Meridian, Mississippi, had been overheard to say that former 
Major General Edwin A. Walker had approximately 100,000 followers 
in Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Mississippi, New Mexico 
and Arizona, who were storing ammunition and weapons and planned 
insurrectionary action if President Lyndon B. Johnson were elected. 


The same source advised on November 2, 1964, that 
KLansman in Mississippi had been heard to say that rumors in 
Elan circles in Alabama and Mississippi are that Elan groups 
in these two states will precipitate' action after President 
Johnson’s election, and that if martial law results, General 
Walker’s followers plan to start a revolution in the latter part 
of December, 1964, or early January, 1965. 

On the night of November 3> 1964, the above information 
was orally furnished to Forrest V. Sorrels, U. S. Secret Service, 
Dallas, Texas, and Captain J. L. Flannagan, Intelligence Corps 
Group, U. S. Army, Dallas. This information was also furnished 
Sheriff J. E. Bill Decker, Dallas County Sheriff’s Office; 

Bill Biggio, Special Services Bureau, Dallas Police Department;

On November 4 y 1964, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that he had 
personal knowledge as to General Walker 5 s presence in Dallas as 
of that date, and that to the best of source’s knowledge. Walker 
had no plans to leave Dallas in the immediate or near future. 
Source volunteered that Walker has a strong following in Missis- 
sippi. but has no organisation backing him. Source said it would 
not be characteristic of Walker to be a part of any organizational 
activity, as he is very much a "loner." Source described Walker 
as being very much an egotist who would do almost anything for 
publicity, but he did not believe Walker would be capable of, or 
interested in, leading an insurrection or participating in similar 
activity. 

This source stated that in discussing the elections 
held on November 3, 1961, General Walker was heard to make a 
comment on November 4? 1964, to the effect that, "Well, we *11 
have another chance to get them in" four years." Source said 
■Walker did not indicate any violent reaction or bitter disappoint- 


ment at the results of the election. 


Source also said he believes Walker to be too much of 
an individualist to get mixed up with the Klan, and that although 
Walker is very much': against the administration of President 
Johnson, he is also in disagreement with most of those other 
individuals and organizations who violently oppose the present 
administration. 

Confidential informants of the Dallas Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation familiar with racial and similar 
activity in the Dallas and Fort Worth areas were contacted on 
IT ov ember 4?

The following information was furnished on November 19 
and 24 by Dallas T-l. 


Dallas T-l advised that Dallas T-l is presently a 
member of a group referred to as the "Minutemen" and "American 
Underground" and has been so since approximately 1962. Dallas T-l 
advised that the organization is nationwide with approximately 
fifteen to thirty members in Tarrant County. Dallas T-l stated 
that the name of the organization as suchtas only been used twice 
in two years and that proper names are seldom, if ever, used 
and that this makes it very difficult to determine identities of 
members. Dallas T-l advised that the following are currently 
members of the organization:

Otto (Duke) Koling and Shirley Bob Renshaw, 2341 Harris

transferred to Montgomery Ward’s, Houston, Texas. 

Van Pollard, 3421 Hanger, Fort Worth, Texas. 


Closely associated with the organization and perhaps 
a member is Richard W. Dawson, who lives on Highway 121 on the 
outskirts of Fort Worth and who has formerly lived in the neighbor- 
hood of 2820 Northwest 29th in the early l950’s. Dallas T-l 
advised that an attorney whom members of the group have been 
advised to contact if "they get into trouble", is W, Alfred Windor, 
with offices in the Ellis Building in Fort Worth. Dallas T-l 
advised he does not know whether or not Windor is a member of the 
organization. 


Dallas T-l advised the primary purpose of the organization 
is to fight against the present Federal control of national and 
local Governments and to fight for "States’ rights".

Dallas T-l advised that the organization suffered a 
severe setback because of the assassination of President Kennedy 
but now is attempting a full-scale reorganization. The group 
recruits basically from those who do not have criminal records 
and is organized in such a manner that no one is supposed to know 
the names of other members in the organization. This is to prevent 
effective infiltration by the Government. Dallas T-l advised 
that the group has.no immediate- plans for action, but that 
several times locally this group has determined to act on their 
own and this action has been curtailed because of orders relayed 
from higher authority in the organization. These higher authorities 
are unknown to Dallas T-l, except that a person by the name of 
Ray (last name unknown) at the ranch in the vicinity of Venus, 

Texas, appears to be in contact with the group’s organizational 
leaders. Ray is described as a personal and close friend of 
retired General Edwin Walker and about one and one-half to two . 
years ago was apparently implicated in some manner in the burning 
of a newspaper in the area of Midlothian, Texas. Ray is also 
•jn- apparently a warehouse supervisor in Dallas. 

Dallas T-l also advised he has been recently contacted 
by .a man whom he does not know but who apparently lives in the 
Fort Worth area, and this unknown male advised Dallas T-l to 
disassociate himself with the small group he is now attached to 
for the apparent purpose of moving into a position, of more prominence 
in the organization. Dallas T-l advised that the small group 
with which he has been' associated is the lowest level in the 
organization and that their primary purpose is to do the "dirty 
work". '■ 


Dallas T-l stated that the group is also prepared, in 
the event ©f a Negro uprising in the Fort Worth area, to take 
action against various Negro leaders including Dr. Flint, Dr. 

Fleming and Dr. Ransom,' and a Fort Worth hoodlum named Madison Hogan, 
who is apparently a Nation of Islam leader in the Fort Worth area.

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Dallas ..T-l advised that the only overt action tentatively 
planned for the. winter months is that the effect of a ,30 caliber 
rifle on power transformers in the area may be tested. Dallas T-l 
further stated that the group apparently has a contact with an 
individual in northeast Texas who goes by the name of "South" 
and that this contact may be utilized in the raiding of a 
northeast Texas armory during the winter months. The primary 
interest is obtaining mortars and mortar ammunition and automatic 
weapons; therefore, Dallas T-l believes that the armory would 
probably be of a tank or infantry group. 

Dallas T-l advised that the group locally is attempting 
to gain control of the Panther City Motorcycle Club for the purpose 
of gaining land apparently owned by this club, in the area of 
Lake Arlington, Texas and thereafter selling this land and using 
the monies therefrom for purchases of the group. 

Dallas T-l advised that it has been learned the group 
has organizations in Stephenville, San Angelo, Italy and Brownwood, 
Texas. Dallas T-l further advised that Arthur Pollard has in the 
past made trips to Alabama, Wyoming, Montana, California, and that 
the group has a contact with an individual by the name of Jim 
Scott in Kansas City. Dallas T-l advised that he has seen 
pamphlets from national Minutemen headquarters, but that these 
dealt primarily with the fighting of any National Firearms Act 
which would involve licensing of private weapons. 

Dallas T-l advised that several members of the group 
are personally acquainted with General Edwin Walker and he 
apparently has a capacity of being an advisor. The group does 
not apparently have any connection with the American Nazi party 
or with the Ku Klux Klan. The group is organized into small cell- 
like bodies and the meetings of these are never held on a 
regular basis and are generally held in public places at night 
with from five to fifteen people in attendance. Benbrook Lake Park 
and Eagle Mountain Lake area have been two places where the group 
has met in the past, although often the meeting will be a "moving 
one" in someone's automobile. The group's meetings are never 
planned in advance as far as Dallas T-l knows, inasmuch as. 

Dallas T-l is always notified personally by someone in the group 
generally within an hour to thirty minutes ahead of a meeting 
time, and is then picked up and taken to the meeting place. Many 
of the members of the group have walkie-talkies although some 
members do not.

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Dallas T-l advised that It is suspected that a Dallas 
gunsmith by the name of John Thomas Massn is at least sympathetic 
to the purposes of this group,, although he is not known by Dallas T-l 
to be a member of the organization. This belief is based on the 
fact that Dallas T-l has in the past seen Mas@n in the company of 
Bill Seals. 

On November 19, 1964, Dallas T-2 and Dallas T-3, sources 
which have knowledge of Nation of Islam activities in Fort Worth 
and Dallas areas, individually advised that they had no information 
concerning the connection of a Madison Hogan with Nation of Islam 
activities in the Fort Worth-Dallas area. 

On November 19, 1964, Lieutenant H„ F„ Hopkins and 
V. T. SumraeVs, Intelligence Unit, Fort Worth Police Department, 
advised they had no information concerning activities of a 
Minutemen group or of a group similarly inclined in the Fort Worth 
area. 


BACKGROUND RE INDIVIDUALS ALLEGEDLY MEMBERS OF ALLEGED MINUTEMEN GROUP 


On November 6, 1964, a check of current Fort Worth 
directories reflected no information concerning a Otto Koling 
or Bill Seals. 

On November 6, 1964, Operator 98, Fort Worth Retail: 
Merchants Credit Association, 508 Commerce, advised that agency 
had no record re Otto Koling. Operator 98 advised, however, 
that the following information pertained to a Arthur Austin 
Pollard. Married to Betty Jane Noles, previously married to 
Lillie. His nearest relative is Mamie Gaines, 3432 Hanger Street. 
Arthur Pollard was born September 15, 1934, and served in the 
United States Marine Corps from July 25, 1952 until July 24, 1956, 
during which time he lived at 41F NAMAR Housing, El Toro, Santa 
Ana, California, USMC, and was last employed by Exchange Parts, 

Fort Worth, in the assembly section. Social Security Number 455-46- 
8036. Current draft status XV-A. 

On November 6, 1964, Operator 98 furnished the following 
re Shirley Bob Renshaw. Wife Marion Helen, previously married to 
a Helen Sullivaa. In September, 1963, Renshaw was the assistant 
manager of Sky Hobby Shop and apparently is now employed with

"Abe Terrell” . In March, 1964 he lived at 2341 Harris Lane, 
having moved there from 2603 Gorman in Waco, Texas. Renshaw 
apparently moved to Waco, Texas in September, 1963, returning 
March, 1964 to Harris Lane address,, Renshaw formerly was 
employed with Cromer Ace Company, Fort Worth, Texas, and is 
approximately 32 years of age. 

On November 6, 1964, F. M. Alexander, Identification 
Division, Fort Worth Police Department, advised he had no record 
identifiable with Bill Seals or Otto Koling. 

On October 28, 1964, G. Bias ingame, Identification 
Division, Fort Worth Police Department, advised he had no record 
re Arthur Pollard or Shirley Bob Renshaw. 

On November 10, 1964, Joe George, Security Division, 
Montgomery Ward’s, 2600 West 7th Street, Fort Worth, Texas, advised 
Bill Seal had worked in the Montgomery Ward Auto Service Department, 
October 14, 1964, when he was transferred to Palm Center, Montgomery 
Ward at Houston, Texas. The manager of Palm Center store is 
A. L. James. Seal’s personnel record was sent to Houston on his 
transfer. George was not personally acquainted with Seal. 

On November 10, 1964, Operator 54, Fort Worth Retail 
Merchants Credit Association, 508 Commerce, advised that agency 
had no information regarding Bill Seals, Seal or Seale. It is 
noted that the current Fort Worth City Directory reflects William 
H. Seale, 2185 Weatherbee, as working for Auto Service - Ward’s. 

On November 9, 1964, C 0 Fowler, Identification Division, 
Fort Worth Police Department, advised re Van Wiley Pollard that 
said individual had been arrested February 11, 1945, by the Police 
Department, for Theft of Government Property and was released ■ 
to the custody of the U, S. Marshal. At that time Pollard was 
22 years of age, 5’8", 135 pounds, brown eyes, brown hair. He had 
Fort Worth Police Department #54786. Records further reflect

also known as the American Nazi Party 
W e s tern Division ( AMPWD ) 

A source has advised on August 2, 1963, that the 
American Nazi Party, Los Angeles, California (ANPLA), which 
branch has also been known as the American Nazi Party, Western 
Division (ANPWD), came into existence as follows: 

In October, i960, LEONARD HOLSTEIN was made a member 
of the American Nazi Party (AN?) by the national headquarters 
of that group as a result of his leading a picket line pro- 
testing the marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian , At that time 
HOLSTEIN told the Los Angeles Police Department he was in 
complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he, HOLSTEIN, Is trying to wake 
up the people to what is going on.; that the Jewish-owned press 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 

On March 7, 1962, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders in Los Angeles. 

At a press conference on May 2, 1963, in Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he is a lieutenant in the 
ANP and the ninth-ranking officer of the organization. He stated 
he arrived in Los Angeles May 1, 1963, to take charge of the 
party's headquarters in the L03 Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived in Los Angeles on 
May 6, 1963, and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963, where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters were to 
be established in California.

On January 5, 1965, Penn Jones, Publisher, "Midlothian" 
Mirror", Midlothian, Texas, advised Delbert Ray resides at 
Route 3, Midlothian, on a farm known as "White Gate Farm", which 
Ray is buying on time. Ray is about forty years of age, married 
and has two daughters. He is employed in Dallas, but his 
employer is unknown. 

In the past, Ray was very active in the John Birch 
Society which held meetings at Midland in 1961 and 1962.

Carpenter, Alvis Neil Grey, and Jerald Thomas Walraven 
as being among those present. Walraven said he was against 
violence, and did not want anyone too explosive or impulsive 
to be in the group. He said there were about three other 
groups of the AN? in the Dallas area. He said members 
range in age from 20 to 60 years, and that membership dues 
are $5 a month. 

The meeting lasted about one hour, after which 
those present left to distribute small red stickers of the 
ANP reading "Communism is Jewish."

With regard to Jerald Thomas - Walr®. ven, Alf ts 
Neil Grey, and John Lee Carpenter, .mentioned- by the first 
source herein, it is to be, noted that according to Detective 
H. M. Hart, Special Services. Bureau, Dallas Police Department; 
on January 11, 1965, Walravem and Carpenter were arrested 
by the Dallas Police Department on the night of January 8, 
1965, when they, were observed posting stickers of the ANP 
on store windows in the Oak Cliff section of Dallas, and 
charged with posting advertisements on private property.

1964,.: that George Lincoln Rockwell,, who .planned to visit 
Dallas later in that month stated he. would be. staying with 
the Robert Surrey family,- or friends of the : Surreys , when ' 
he ^visited 'Dallas. In addition,- Detective Ear t has advised 
that Surrey is a long-time associate of former General Edwin 
A.' Walker and that Surrey's wife, Mary Surrey,., has been a . 
volunteer-, office worker for Walker . Walker has been 
described as the. former Major General who has,, in the- past, 
been very active , in anti-integration movements in the 
southern United . States,- 

With, reference to Jim Ellis, it is noted that ■ 
the second confidential source mentioned- herein advised 
in March, 1964, that James Jeffries Ellis was then looking 
for recruits . for a "pro-American," -anti-Semitic, pro- 
segregatiomalist . organisation but had not, at that -time, 
been . in. contact with George Lincoln Rockwell.

In his book "^his Tina The Wor Id , " .copyrighted 
in 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as 
Commander, American Nasi Party of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (AN? - WUFENS) , Arlington, 
Virginia. 

■ , The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader , a- Richmond , Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in 
the- State of Virginia, but this request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Corporation Commission . This action 
was -.taken - pursuant to an actAof the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State 
of 1 Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP - WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added 
that Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in 
this party; 'that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through-, 
.speeches, _ distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant . political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries.

The group's 
plans to burglarize a local National Guard Armory have \ not 
materialized, as recently the group has noticed further security 
precautions, including night lighting, are being taken at 
armories. \

"Ray**, who appears to be the highest group official 
in the area, is speaking more of retired General Edwin Walker's 
guidance and leadership of the organization. He speaks in near 
reverent terms concerning Walker. DL T-l advised that "Ray” 
was arranging a meeting with General Walker for him, but after 
further consideration, decided it would not be appropriate 
at this time, because Walker becomes suspicious of those who 
too quickly attempt to meet him. "Ray" advised that it would 
be wiser to wait until the General requests to see him or \ 
until he had been in the organization a longer period of time.

DL T-l further stated that William Seals of Houston, :

Dallas T-l advised that he is presently a member of 
a group referred to as the "Minutemen" and "American Underground” 
and has been so since approximately 1962. Dallas T-l advised 
that the organization is nationwide with approximately fifteen 
to thirty members in Tarrant County. Dallas T-l stated that 
the name of the organization as such has only been used twice 
in two years and that proper names are seldom, if ever, used 
and that this makes it very difficult to determine identities 
of members.

Closely associated with the organization and perhaps 
a member is Richard W. Dawson, who lives on Highway 121 on 
the outskirts of Fort Worth and who has formerly lived in the 
neighborhood of 2820 Northwest 2Sth in the early 1950’s. Dallas 
T-l advised that an attorney whom members of the group have 
been advised to contact if "they get into trouble", is W, Alfred 
Winder, with offices in the Ellis Building in Fort Worth.

Dallas T-l advised the primary purpose of the 
organization is to fight against the present Federal control 
of national and local Governments and to fight for "States’ 
rights". The group is supposedly national in origin and 
believes that the Federal Government is in the process of 
selling out to the communis IS and that the group is the last 
line of defense against this sellout. The group secondarily 
is racial im that it believes in white supremacy. Dallas T-l 
advised that the organization suffered a severe setback 
because of the assassination of President Kennedy but now is 
attempting a full-scale reorganization. The group recruits 
basically from those who do not have criminal records and is 
organized in such a manner that no one is supposed to know 
the names of other members in the organization. This is to 
prevent effective infiltration by the Government. Dallas T-l 
advised that the group has no immediate plans for action, 
but that several times locally this group- has determined to 
act. on their owe and this action i has been. curtailed because 
of orders relayed 'from higher authority in the organization. 
These higher authorities are unknown to Dallas T-l, except 
that a person by the name of Ray (last name unknown) at the 
ranch in the vicinity of Venus, Texas, appears to be in contact 
with the group’s organizational leaders. Ray is described 
as a personal and close friend of retired General Edwin Walker 
and about one and one-half to two years ago was apparently 
implicated in soma manner in the burning of a newspaper in the 
area ©f Midlothian, Texas.

lowest level in the organization and that their primary 
purpose is to do the "dirty work". 

Dallas T-l stated that the group is also prepared, 
in the event of a Negro uprising in the Fort Worth area, to 
take action against various Negro leaders including Dr. Flint, 
Dr. Fleming and Dr. Ransom, and a Fort Worth hoodlum named 
Madlsonv:Hogan, who is apparently a Nation of Islam leader 
in the Fort Worth area.

Dallas T-l advised that the group locally is 
attempting to gain control of the Panther City Motorcycle 
Club for the purpose of gaining land apparently owned by this 
club, in the area of Lake Arlington, Texas, and thereafter 
selling this land and using the monies therefrom for purchases :

Dallas T-l advised that it has been learned the group 
has organizations in Stephenville, San Angelo, Italy and 
Brownwood, Texas.

Dallas T-l advised that several members of the group 
are personally acq&aiLpted with General Edwin Walker and he 
apparently has a cMfaeity of being an advisor. The group 
does not apparently have any connection with the American 
Nazi party or with the Ku Klux Klan. The group is organized 
into small cell-like bodies and the meetings of these are 
never held on a regular basis and are generally held in 
public places at night with from five to fifteen people 
in attendance. Benbrook Lake Park and Eagle Mountain Lake 
area have been two places where the group has met in the 
past, although often the meeting will be a ’’moving one" in 
someone's automobile. The groupfe meetings are never planned 
in advance as far as Dallas T-l knows, inasmuch as Dallas 
T-l is always notified personally by someone in the group 
generally within an hour to thirty minutes ahead of a meeting 
time, and is then picked up and taken to the meeting place. 
Many of the members of the group have walkie-talkies although 
some members do not. 

Dallas T-l advised that it is suspected that a . 
Dallas gunsmith by the name of John Thomas Masen is at 
least sympathetic to the purposes of this group, although 
he is not known by Dallas T-l to be a member of the organi- 
zation. This belief is based on the fact that Dallas T-l 
has in the past seen Masen in the company of Bill Seals. 

On November 19, 1964, Dallas T-2 and Dallas T-3, 
sources which have' knowledge of Nation of Islam activities 
in Fort Worth and Dallas areas, individually advised that they 
had no information concerning the connection of a Madison 
Hogan with 'Nation of Islam activities in the Fort Worth- 
Dallas area.

On November 6, 1964, Operator 98 furnished the 
following re Shirley Bob Renshaw.

In September, 1963, 
Renshaw was the assistant manager of Sky Hobby Shop and 
apparently is now employed with "Abe Terrell". In March, 

1964, he lived at 2341 Harris Lane, having moved there from 
2603 Gorman in Waco, Texas. Renshaw apparently moved to 
Waco, Texas in September, 1963, returning March, 1964 to 
Harris Lane address. Renshaw formerly was employed with Cromer 
Ace Company, Fort Worth, Texas, and is approximately 32 years 
of age .

The 
group's planfe to burglarize a local National Guard Armory have 
not mater iialized, as recently the group ha® noticed further 
security precautions, including night lighting, are being 
taken at armories. 
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"Ray”, who appears to be the highest group official 
in the area, is speaking more of retired General Edwin Walker's 
guidance and leadership of the organisation. He speaks in 
near reverent terms concerning Walker. Dallas T-l advised 
that "Ray" was arranging a meeting with General Walker for 
him, but after further consideration, decided it would not 
be appropriate at this time, because Walker becomes suspicious 
of those who too quickly attempt to meet him. "Ray" advised 
that it would be wiser to wait until the General requests 
to see him or until he had been in the organization a longer 
period of time. ■ 

Dallas T-l further stated that William Seals of 
Houston, Texas 1 , formerly of Fort Worth, has not been recently

NATION OF ISLAM, formerly 
referred t© as the Muslim 
Cult' of Islam, also known as 
- Muhammad’s Temples- of'. Islam 

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described hie organization' on a nationwide basis as the 
’’Nation of Islam,” (NOI) and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam.” 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI ; Muhammad ' s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad’s 
organization on a nationwide basis , commenced using either 
"Mosque” or "Temple” when mentioning one of "Muhammad ' s Temples 
of Islam,” , 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the Unitdd States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, .referred ' to as "white devils,", in the United States; 
and ' that- the white race, because of Its exploitation of the - 
so-called Negroes,, must and will be destroyed in the approach- 
ing "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad , ^.bave ref used to register under. -the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that member’s 
owe no allegiance to the United States., - 

On May. 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecutlon!.?by the United States Government; however, he did., 
not : Indicate any,,, fundamental change's in the teachings of his 
organization.

Virginia 

j. 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader," a : IS® iskg^d , Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, 
again applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered 
in the State of Virginia, but this request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action 
was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP ■= WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 1959, 
a^ an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added

On April 21, 1965, at Houston, Texas, William Lewis 
Seale furnished the following information: 


Seale is employed by Montgomery Ward Company, Palm 
Center, 1510 Griggs Road, Houston, Texas. He is assigned to 
the Auto Service Repair Department and has been employed by 
that company at Houston since February 18, 1965. Prior to 
moving to Houston in November, 1964, Seale had been in the 
employ of Montgomery Ward Company, at Fort Worth, Texas. As of 
April 1, 1965, Seale has been residing at Houston at 5278 
Perry Street, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Cevero Garcia. 
Cevero Garcia and Seale both came originally from Port Arthur, 
Texas, and have known each other for many years. Garcia is 
employed by the City of Houston . 


In approximately February or March, 1964, when he 
was residing in Fort Worth, Texas, Seale and a friend named 
Arthur Pollard made the acquaintance of a man in a lounge at 
Fort Worth. This person, who Seale recalls only by the name 
of Ray, claimed to be a member of the John Birch Society and 
also claimed that he was a friend of General Walker, U. S. 
Army, retired. The man named Ray stated he owned a farm near 
Midlothian, Texas. Seale recalled that Ray mentioned that he 
Ray, had some dynamite but Seale could not furnish additional 
information pertaining to the location or amount of 
the possession of Ray. Ray also told Seale that there 
underground movement in Dallas which was associated with

Walker and that the movement maintained stores of ammunition. 
Seale was unable to recall any. information which would 

elaborate upon the location or amount of the ammunition nor 
could he recall if Ray had stated any additional information 
in this regard. Seale stated that he felt that Ray probably 
was attempting to recruit Seale and Pollard into the under ■= 
ground movement associated with General Walker. Seale stated 
Ray stated the need for the underground movement was based on 
the feeling of members of the group that the communists in the 
United States Government would take over the operation and 
direction of the Government and that the Army, under its present 
leadership, which is pro-communist, would throw down its arms— 
and surrender to the communists. According to Ray, the under- 
ground movement would be the last line of defense and would 
make a last ditch stand to save the United States from 
communist control and domination. 

Seale stated that at no time during his conversation 
with Ray did Ray mention an organization named the "Minutemen” . 
Seale, stated that he has no personal knowledge of an organi- 
zation named the "Minutemen” . He has never received any 
literature or correspondence from the "Minutemen" organization. 

Seale, since moving to Houston, has not been 
contacted by Ray or by any other person from the Dallas-Fort 
Worth area in regard. to the John Birch Society, the 
previously referred to underground movement in Dallas, or by 
anyone connected with "Minn teamen” organization.
